SHIP GROUNDED; CREW LOST

BUSINESS BOOM 
SWAMPS RAILROADS 


I J. Hill Says 75.000 Miles of New- 
Tracks Are Needed. 


WOULD 
COST 
$5.500,000.000 


St. Paul. Minn., Jan. 15.—President 
J. J. Hill, of the Great Northern Rail- 
road, sent a letter to Governor John- 
son, in which he gives his views on 
the various phases of the railroad sit- 
uation in the United States. 
He gives 
the reason for existing conditions, and 
points out a remedy. 
The letter says, 
in part: 


"The business of the United States 
is today so congested that from every 
portion of the country arises clamor 
for relief. 
The railroads everywhere 
are taxed beyond their power. 
The 
people of the United States, therefore, 
are face to face with the greatest busi- 
ness problem that has ever threatened 
the nation. 
During recent years the 
volume of business has Increased, and 
Is increasing, with extraordinary ra- 
pidity. while the necessary additional 
trackage and terminals have not been 
equal to the demands upon them. The 
resulting situation is a freight block- 
ade of enormous proportions, especial- 
ly at all terminal points. How to rem- 
edy this is a problem, 
financial, 
me- 
chanical and physical. No time should 
be lost in applying such measures of 
remedy as may be possible, and the 
first step toward this is to reach a 
proper understanding of actual exist- 
ing conditions. 
The following figures, 
compiled from the ofiicial reports of 
the interetate commerce 
commission 
and covering the growth of the rail- 
road business for the last 10 years, 
exhibit the significant facts: 


"Total 
single-track 
mileage, 
1S95, 
180,667; 1905, 218,101; Increase, 21 per 
cent. 


"Locomotives, 
1895, 
36.699; 
1905, 
48.357; increase. 45 per cent. 


"Passenger cars, 1895, 33,112; 1905, 
40,713; increase, 23 per cent. 


"Freight cars, 1895. 1,196,119; 1905. 
1,731,409; Increase, 45 per cent. 


"Passenger mileage. 1895, 12,188,446.- 
271; 1905, 23,800,149,436; Increase, 95 
per cent. 


"Freight on mileage, 1895, 85,227,- 
515,891; 1905, 186,463,109,510; increase, 
118 per cent. 


"These 
figures 
show the cause of 
delay in the national trafiic movement 
which threatens to bring Industry to 
a standstill. 
Within the last 10 years 
the volume of railroad business 
In 
this country has increased over 110 
per cent. Meanwhile the railroads have 
endeavored to meet I t 
Equipment Is 
being Increased as rapidly as capital 
and labor can do It. 
There are and 
will be cars enough to carry the coun- 
try traffic If the cars can be moved, 
but engines and cars must have tracks 
upon which they may run. 


"Investigations 
recently 
made 
by 
public ofiicials and facts accessible be- 
fore those investigations disclose that 
the railroads of the country have been 
endeavoring to meet the growing de- 
mand upon them. 
In order to handle 
this enormous addition of 110 per cent, 
in business, v/lth only 21 per 
cent, 
more tracks, they have utilized as nev- 
er before the carrying capacity of each 
mile. 
Not only were there 35 per 
cent, mare locomotives and 
45 
per 
cent, more cars in service in 1905 than- 
in lS95i but each engine and car. did 
much more work. 


"Suppose that only 25 per cent ad- 
ditional track, with necessary termi- 
nals and equipment making 33 per 
cent, is to be built during the next 
five years, or, say, in round numbers, 
75,000 miles of track as the require- 
ment for the country to meet imme- 
diate needs. 


"No practical man would furnish the 
facilities required, including additional 
equipment and terminal facilities, for 
less than ^$75.000 a mile, 


"The new work, then, would amount 
to i4j.500,000,000 In round numbers, or 
a yearly average of $1.100.000,000. That 
is the sum which should be spent be- 
fore the commerce of the country can 
be moved properly. 
It is just twice 
the total amount of the bonded debt 
of the United States after the cjose of 
the civil war. 


"Almost all the complaints- made to- 
day, either by shippers or by operating 
railroad men, of obstacles and dangers 
in transportation service are due to de- 
ficient trackage. The problem and ne- 
eessity are enormous. 
At 140 tons to 
the mile, it would require 2.000,000 
tons of steel rails every year to fur^- 
nish the 1500 miles of track required. 
This is nearly rftwo-thirds of the pro- 
duct of all the rolliPfj mills in the 
United States. 
It would call for the 
labor of 200,000 men in grading; be- 
sides track layers, bridge, builders and 
others. 
And it demands, as has been 
seen, the investment in pei-m;inent rail- 
road plant of $1,100.000,000 a year for 
five years tp provide the milroads of 
the country 
with means to 
handle 
properly the business already in sight, 
not allowing for future growth. 


"This is the real railroad problem 
of the United States, and Jt is one 
which people have been singulai'ly slow 
to perceive and reluctant to realize/* 


WILL FOR $1,000,000 A FORGERY 


Court So Declares In Rejecting Schoo« 
ley's Testament. 


Srranton, Pa.. Jan. 14.—George B. 
Schooley's 
attempt 
to 
capturo 
the 
Crawford estate of over $1.000,000 re- 
ceived a hard setback. Judge Sando, 
In the orphans' court, handeil down an 
opinion in which ho malies it clear 
that lie believes tlie will presented by 
•Schooley is a forgory. 
; 
Schooley resides in Philadelphia and 
n'-as a cousin of the late 
James L. 
Crawford, president of 
the People's 
Coal company, of this city, who died 
in Florida on January 19. 1905. leav- 
ing an estate worth nearly $2.000.000. 
Soon after his death 
Mrs. Crawford 
had his will -probated. 
It left practi- 
cally all of the estate to her. 


Sixteen months later Schooley pro- 
duced a will, which he alleged was 
made at a later date than the one 
probated by Mrs. Crawford. This gave 
Schooley the 
major portion of the 
Crawford estate. Then he began his 
light to have this will recognized. He 
Is now under Indictment In this coun- 
ty on a charge of forging the signa- 
ture of Mr. Crawfoi-d to tlie will. 


In the opinion Judge Sando declares 
that the evidence furnished to prove 
the will ungenuine is so overwhelming 
that the court has no' other 
course 
than to refuse to consider the docu- 
ment, although 
two witnesses 
have 
sworn that they witnessed Crawford 
sign the will in favor of Schooley. At- 
torney S. B. Price, counsel for Mr. 
Schooley, says that an appeal to the 
supreme court will be taken. 


FAVORABLE REPORT| 
N C. & D. CANAL 


COAL OPERATOR ROBBED OF $2000 


Thief 
Deceived Two 
Employes 
and 
Left No Trace 
Behind. 


Altoona, Pa., Jan. 12.—George Scott, 
of Philadelphia, a well known coal oi> 
erator. was robbed of $2000 at Por- 
tage. 
Scott drove from Phillipsburg 
to his 
Colonial mine, 'carrying 
the 
money with him in a buggy. When he 
reached the mine he left the money 
locked In a tool chest under care of 
the mine engineer and 
fireman, 
and 
went to the shaft to make an Inspec- 
tion. While he was gone a man dressed 
like a miner told the engineer and 
fireman 
that Scott wanted them. They 
v/ent into the mine, found that Scott 
did not want them, and hurried back 
to the tool house, where they iound 
the box had been broken open and the 
money stolen. No trace of the thief 
can be found. It is supposed that the 
highwayman, learning that Scott was 
coming with the money,, intended to 
waylay him, but missed him and fol- 
lowed him to the mine. 


Washington, Jan, 14, — A report 
favorable to the present Chesapoa/ce 
& Delaware canal, or back creek route 
across 
the 
Maryland and Delaware 
peninsula, has been submitted to Sec- 
rotary Taft by the Chesapeake & Dela- 
ware canal commission, consisting of 
General Felix Agnus, chairman; Major 
C. A. F. Flagler, U. S. A., and Civil 
Engineer Frank Taylor Chambers, U. 
S. N. 


This commission was appointed last 
summer to report upon tho back crcek 
route and the Sassafras river mutes 
and the construction of a free and 
open v;aterway with sufllclent depth 
to accommodate 
tho largest 
ships 
ships afloat. The present route is held 
to be more desirable because it has 
equal commercial and 
strategic 
ad- 
vantages and will, in the opinion of 
tho commission, be $2.150,000 cheaper 
than the other route. 


It is recommended in the reix>rt that 
not more than $2.514,289 be paid for 
tho present canal. 


The 
commission 
further 
recom- 
mends that the present canal be pur- 
chased Avithout delay and that it be 
gradually widened into a large water- 
way capable of accommodating ships 
of any draft. 


Although there 
were 
many argu- 
ments before the commission for a 
shallow canal between the Delaware 
and 
Chesapeake 
bays 
which 
would 
supplement the proposed barge canal 
between Beaufort, N. C., and Norfolk. 
Va., the commission is firmly of the 
opinion that nothing less tlmn a 35 
foot canal should be constructed. Esti- 
mates for a canal of tills depth and 
with a minimum width.of 150 feet are 
submitted. The width is extended to 
' 200 feet in marshes and In curves Is 
increased to 350 feet. A sea level canal 
of the dimensions named would In the 
opinion of the commission cost fSO.- 
021,323. With a 30 foot channel such 
a canal \vould cost $17,312.064. 


Such a canal would shorten the dis- 
tance between Baltimore and Philadel- 
phia 323 miles and would lessen the 
distance between Baltimore and the 
mouth of the Delaware by 184 miles. 
..The report, states^tlmt all hearings 
conducted by the commission showed 
congestion of freight tliroughout the 
east which the railways are unable to 
handle satisfactorily, and the develop- 
ment of waterways aro urged as neces- 
sary to meet the. great demand for 
transportation.

4-Year-Old Boy and 2-Year-Old Sister

“No practical man would furnish the 
facilities required, including additional 
equipment and terminal facilities, for 
less than ^$75,000 a mile, 
“The new work, then, would amount 
to 5lj,500,000,000 in round numbers, or 
a yearly average of $1,100,000,000. That 
is the sum which should be spent be­ 
fore the commerce of the country can 
be moved properly. 
It is just twice 
the total amount of the bonded debt 
of the United States after the cjose of 
the civil war. 
‘♦Almost all the complaint» made to­ 
day, either by shippers or by operating 
railroad men, of obstacles and dangers 
in transportation service are due to de­ 
ficient trackage. The problem and ne- 
eessity are enormous. At 140 tons to 
the mile, it would require 2,000,000 
tons of steel rails every year to fuiv 
nish the 1500 miles of track required.

My tearless acquiescence aJid willing- 
ness to die seemed to fill them all 
with wonder. 
They thought It a sign 


of bravery. 


"Soon after my capture one of the 


warriors, who was sitting by me one 
day In the tent, thinking to test ray 
courage or to be amused at my fears, 
took his revolver from his belt and 
began loading it, while he gave me 
to understand that he would kill me 
as soon as it was loaded. 
I merely 
bowed my head to signify that I was 
ready. 


"When the revolver was all loaded 
he drew back the hammer and held 
the weapon close to my head. 
I 
quietly bowed my head, expecting he 
would do as he said, but instead of 
that ho lowered the weapon, 
and 
looked at me as if astonished, and 
then 
laughed 
uproariously. 
So 
amused was he that he told his com- 
panions of It. and it was a favorite 
subject of conversation. 


"These Indians were at a loss to 
know what to do with much of the 
plunder they had taken. 
Among the 
spoils were quantities of soda and 
cream of tartar. 
They interrogated 
me as to their use, and when I told 
them we used it in making bread they 
wished 
me 
to make some.

What is the use? 
I 


have the guns!"' 


"My friends," he once began 
a 


speech; then, perceiving some "out- 
landers" in the audience, he added: 


"But you ai-e not all frienda; some 


are thieves and murderers. 
Well— 


friends, thieves and murderers!" 
The president was a curious mix- 
ture of piety and shrewdness. 
A 
story is told of an incident which oc- 
curred in his earlier days. 


At one time, when game was very 
scarce, he went with a party to hunt 
the hartbeest. 
They 
scoured 
the 
veldt for days without a sign of their 
prey, 
Paul Kruger announced then 
his purpose of going into the hills to 
pray for food, like a patriarch of old. 


He was gone for a number of 
hours. 
When he returned he an- 
nounced that in three days a largo 
herd would pass that way. 
The par- 
ty camped; in less than the appoint- 
ed time the prophecy was fulfilled, 
and much game was secured. 
The 
Boers hunters were much struck with 
wonder, and 
dubbed Kruger 
"the 


man of prayer." 


Some time after, the Kaffir who ac- 
companied Kruger on his expedition 
of petition told the truth of the af- 
fair. Kruger, when he left the hunt- 
ing party, had struck out for a neigh- 
boring Kafiir kraal, and informed the 
natives that his men were slarving. 
If they, the, natives, did not discover 
game in three days, he said, he would 
bring his whole party over the hill 
and kill every Kafiir. 
The natives, 
being sore afraid of Boer methods, 
all turned out, scoured the region, 
and drove the game to the Boer camp. 
Thus 
Kruger's 
''prayer" 
was 
an- 
swered.

^Run Their Plants Overtime. 


In many lines of skilled work, em- 
ployers now hesitate to run their fac- 
tories overtime or with night shifts, 
because experience has taught them 
that night work is sure to be Inferior, 
The Iron Age, which devotes an edi- 
torial article to this subject, says in 
substance: 


"Formerly, during Umes of great 


demand, most works ran with night 
gangs, on the theory that production 
could be increased accordingly. While 
it was well recognized that practise 
did not work out according to theory, 
there was little realization 
of 
tho 
actual difference between shop pro- 
duction during a night hour as com- 
pared to a day hour. 
The cost sys- 
tem put the matter beyond a possi- 
bility of doubt, demonstrating 
that 
the difference in production is really 
very large. 


"Of course, automatic 
machinery 


will produce as much by night as by 
day, and the coarser products, where 
brute strength or elementary skill is 
the chief element in the make-up of 
the woHtman, may be advantageously 
manufactured at night, though 
the 
production is seldom that of a day 
force. But when it , comes to such 
labor that the skill of the operator la 
the chief factor of production, or at 
least a very important factor, then 
the showing of night labor is much 
less satisfactory. The same thing is 
true of overtime work. 


"Men can not and will not do the 
same work at nights as they do in 
the daytime. 
They have 
not 
the 
same energy; they are not living the 
natural existence, 
for, by 
reversing 
the periods of waldng hours and sleep 
when they are not accustomed to it. 
the normal 
poise is upset. 
Men 
working nights are very apt to take 
insufilcient sleep, with drowsiness and 
lethargy as the natural result. Over- 
time workers wear out after a short 
time, and must be permitted to recu- 
perate." 


But even if a high-class workman 
takes the best care of himself while 
working at night and works as M'ell 
as he can during his night hours, he 
can not, the writer asserts, accomp- 
lish so much and so good work on the 
average as in the daytime. 
Artificial 
light is not so good as daylight; ho 
has normally less energy; there is 
not the same keenness of the senses 
or of the brain. 
If less skilled or less 
conscientious than the best, he spoils 
more work, and does it less careful- 
ly and rapidly. He is more likely to 
shirk, or fail to report for duty. The 
writer goes on: 


"Putting the deadly test of tho cost 


system upon the night force, the dif- 
ference as compared to the day force 
Is very important, so much so that. 
In some instances, the night force 
may be said to opemte as an expense 
rather than as a source of profit. 
It 
is difllcult to get the best men to 
work nights. 
. 1 
Today two com- 
plete and eitlrely 
capable 
working 
forces in a machine shop would he 
well-nig'h impossible, for there 
are 
more than enough places for good men 
during the daytime 


"One Eastern company tried 
the 
experiment of putting its best work- 
men in a night force, and filled their 
places during the day with the best 
that could be obtained. 
The experi- 
ment was abandoned because it was 
demonstrated that the good men did 
not produce the same work they did 
during the day, nor so much of it, 
and, of course, their substitutes dur- 
ing the day were inferior In skill, yet 
it was considered more profitable to 
work the good men in this combina- 
tion than to trust the less reliable 
and less skilful mechanics 
in 
the 
night force. It was proved that .the 
night gang did not pay, excepting as 
a bridge upon Avhich to yass over an 
unusual emergency of orders."

Inhuman Cruelty# 
Howard Shaffer, a resident, of Shrews­ 
bury, had a hearing before Justice of the 
Peace Storms, of Shrewsbury, York coun­ 
ty, on the charge of cruelty to his child, 
Friday.

This flbro is an ex- 
cellent substitute for horsehair, and 
is in great demand among upholster- 
ers, mattress makers, harness makers, 
and carriage builders on tho Conti- 
nent for the cheaper class of goods. 
It is very much cheaper than horse- 
hair, and in many cases replaces it 
with advantage, especially as it ia 
not affected or destroyed by insccts. 
Factories for the production of this 
fibre have been set up in many parts 
of Algeria, giving in each case em- 
I^oyment to hundreds of Arabs, so 
much so that they have a saying "that 
the palm was made to give bread to 
the poor." Whole families—men, wo- 
men and children—may be seen cut- 
ting the palm leaves, making them 
into bundles, and carrying them some- 
times many miles 
to 
the 
factories. 
Somo of the Nomad 
Arabs 
of 
the 
South have made a trade of this palm 
cutting, and coming up north they 
encamp near the factories. 


In the fa'ctories large numbers of 
natives 
are employed 
passing 
the 
palm leaves through 
the 
shredding 
machines, spreading the fibre out to 
dry, spinning it into ropes and making 
It into bales ready for export. 
The 
ropes are made into various qualities, 
according to the thickness of Uie rope 
and the fineness of 
the 
fibre, 
the 
prices varying from £4 15s, to 
£6 
a ton, quay Algiers. 
This is for the 
fibre in its natural color, but when 
dyed black it increases about £4 a 
ton. Originally the manufacturer into 
curled fibre was primitive, being done 
wholly by hand, but of 
late 
years 
steam machinery has separated the 
fibres. 
The machine is a species of 
automatic combing machine, of which 
some 20 are now in use, the daily out- 
put per machine being about 7 tons. 
Some idea of the elasticity of the fibre 
can be gained by the fact that a bale 
of crin cordage, weighing 220 pounds, 
has a volume of about 40 cubic feet. 
The industry should ho of some inter- 
est to British manufacturers of cord- 
ing and combing machinery, and es- 
pecially to manufacturers of spinning 
machines, as at present all the spin- 
ning and twisting is don© by hánd.

it is utilized by the German War Of- 
fice. being an article which from sani- 
tary, economical and general utility 
points of view is suitable for barrack 
and hosbpital bedding.

Suggests Postal Tribunal. 


There will soon bo presented to the 
Postal Commission, which by direc- 
tion of Concress is inquiring into tho 
working of second class mall regula- 
tions to learn whether Its classifica- 
tion "should not be grounded upon 
practical rather than ideal distinc- 
tion," a plan for the settlement of the 
disputes over classification long trou- 
bling the Postoifice Department. This 
plan, it is expected, will take the 
place of the proposal of the depart- 
ment. everywhere warmly denounced, 
to 
combino the second and third 
classes of mail at a uniform rate oC 
four cents a pound. 


The suggestion comes from tho 
Periodical 
Publishers' 
Association» 
the organization of magazine and 
weekly newspaper publishers repre- 
senting all the prominent periodicals 
in tho country. 


It is in effect that tho commission 


recommend to Congress tho creation 
of a permanent postal tribunal on tho 
lines of the 
Interstate 
Commerce 
Commission, to deal with problems in 
postal classification, as the other com- 
mission deals with railroad 
rates. 
Such a commission, it is contended^ 
would speedily settle disputes which, 
uow cause so much friction between^ 
the department and the publishers,; 
and at the same time would rid the 
second clasj mail of the many sheets 
masquerading as periodicals, while 
really nothing more than gratuitously! 
circulated advertising mediums. Thej 
effect 
of such a clearance 
would 
greatly reduce the deficit from second 
class mall handling and would render 
abortive further agitation for an in- 
crease in the second class rate. 


The Publishers' Association will 
suggest that such a commission be 
composed of three members, one of 
whom should be familiar with the 
publishing business. 
It should have 
jurisdiction over all matters of postal 
classification, with an appeal only to 
the United States Circuit Court. 
It 
should have the right to deny the use 
of the mail to violators and to pass 
on all applications for admission to 
second class privileges. 


With such a commission weeding 
out offenders against the postal reg- 
ulations, the association believes that 
the present rate for second class mail 
should stand, except possibly in re- 
gard to free sample copies of period- 
icals. 
The plan has been submitted 
already to the postoifice authorities, 
and It is likely to have their endorse- 
ment. 
If tlie commission accepts it, 
it will probably be enacted into law 
at the next session of Congress and 
permanently end the troubles of tîie 
Postoffice Department over second 
class mail rates.

years? Are periods

Our own 
country's 
record 
fixes the years 1837, 1857, 1873, and 
1893 as the

of 
our 
greater 
panics. 
England's 
record 
is 
1825, 
1844, 186G, and 18'J0. In each ca^e tho 
twenty-year Interval is preserved with 
reasonable accuracy. It will be obser- 
ved that the "panic years" in England 
Were not the same as in the United 
Btatee. Our commercial 
distress 
of 
1893 and 1873 reacted, no doubt, on 
tondon, as the acute foreign troubles 
Df 1890 and 1896 recoiled on financial 
Mew York. But the result was never 
a panic of the first order in the mar- 
ket indirectly affected.—A, D. Noyes, 
in the Alantic.

MEXICO TAKES WARNING. 


Government Feared Americans Would 


Get Railroads. 


Mexico's government has made ar- 
rangements to become the owner of 
the principal railroads of the coun- 
try not heretofore 
public 
property. 
The government has for some time 
owned eeveral railroads, 
but those 
now acquired will vastly increase its 
holdings, and in fact.practically abol- 
ish private ownership of this means 
of transportation 
in 
the 
republic. 
Minister of Finance Llmantour. in ex- 
plaining to the Mexican congress the 
reasons which prompted the govern- 
ment to consummate tlio great rail- 
road merger by which 
tho 
republic 
comes into possession of 
tho 
two 
great trunk lines of the country, to- 
gether with thousands of 
miles 
of 
subsidiary lines, said that If this de- 
fensive action had not been taken 
by Mexico, some of the great railway 
systems of the United States would 
have entered the republic and swal- 
lowed Its transportation facilities. 


The minister further declared that 
the government was first forced to go 
into the railroad business 
in 
1903, 
when It purchased the National rail- 
road to prevent it being merged with 
tho Central.

“Soon after my capture one of the 
warriors, who was sitting by me one 
day in the tent, thinking to test my 
courage or to be amused at my fears, 
took his revolver from his belt and 
began loading it, while he gave me 
to understand that he would kill me 
as soon as it was loaded, 
I merely 
bowed my head to signify that I was 
ready. 
“ When the revolver was all loaded 
he drew back the hammer and held 
the weapon close to my head. 
I 
quietly bowed my head, expecting he 
would do as he said, but instead of 
that ho lowered the weapon, and 
looked at me as if astonished, and 
then 
laughed 
uproariously. 
So 
amused was he that he told his com­ 
panions of it, and it was a favorite 
subject of conversation. 
“These Indians were at a loss to 
know what to do with much of the 
plunder they had taken. 
Among the 
spoils were quantities of soda and 
cream of tartar. 
They interrogated 
me as to their use, and when I told 
them we used it in making bread they 
wished 
me 
to make some. 
They 
seemed greatly surprised and pleased 
when they saw the bread “grow” dur­ 
ing the process of baking. 
Although 
pleased with the “growing,” they 
were too suspicious of being poisoned 
to eat any until I had eaten. 
Then 
they devoured it greedily.tt 


WHY THE GAME APPEARED. 
Not long ago a monument was im- 
veiled at Pretoria over the grave om 
the lato Paul Kruger. 
The once su­ 
preme figure of the African republic 
is now remembered more for his mis­ 
takes 
than 
for his achievements. 
Fate dealt hardly with the old ruler 
who played so great a part in the 
making of a sturdy nation. 
Death 
found him not even a citizen of the 
country of which lie had been presi­ 
dent. 
He died in exile, his land in 
subjection to a foreigner. 
Imperious 
and domineering, he went out of life 
a beaten man. 
Kruger possessed a Bismarckian 
gift for blunt and vivid phrases. 
“Go back and tell your people nev­ 
er, never!” he said to a deputation. 
“And now let tho storm burst. 
Pro­ 
test! 
Insist! 
W hat is the use? 
I 
have the guns!” ’ 
“My friends,” he once began a 
speech; then, perceiving some “out- 
landers” in the audience, he added: 
“But you ai’e not all friends; some 
are thieves and murderers. 
Well— 
friends, thieves and murderers!” 
The president was a curious mix­ 
ture of piety and shrewdness. 
A 
story is told of an incident w’hich oc­ 
curred in his earlier days. 
At one time, when game was very 
scarce, he w^ent with a party to hunt 
the hartbeest. 
They 
scoured 
tho 
veldt for days without a sign of their 
prey, 
Paul Kruger announced then 
his purpose of going into the hills to 
pray for food, like a patriarch of old. 
Ho was gone for a number of 
hours. 
When he returned he an­ 
nounced that in three days a large 
herd would pass that way. 
The par­ 
ty camped; in less than the appoint­ 
ed time the prophecy was fulfilled, 
and much game was secured. 
The 
Boers hunters were much struck with 
wonder, and dubbed Kruger “the 
man of prayer.” 
Some time after, the Kaffir who ac­ 
companied Kruger on his expedition 
of petition told the xruth of the af­ 
fair, Kruger, when he loft the hunt­ 
ing party, had struck out for a neigh­ 
boring Kafiir kraal, and informed the 
natives that his men were starving. 
If they, the, natives, did not discover 
game in three days, he said, he would 
bring his whole party over the hill 
and kill every Kafllr, 
The natives, 
being sore afraid of Boer methods, 
all tur::ied out, scoured the region, 
and drove the game to the Boer camp. 
Thus Kruger’s **prayer’' 
was an­ 
swered.

One always feels a bit sorry for the 
boy who has the responsibilities of 
life thrust on him too early; yet the 
qualities brought out in the lads of 
whom Mr. Cozzens writes in his “Aca­ 
dia” are v/orth far more than the 
careless joy of youth, and the reader 
feels like taking off his hat to the lit­ 
tle fellov/s.

Wtiy Employers Are Hesitating to 
,Run Their Plants Overtime. 
In many lines of skilled work, em­ 
ployers now hesitate to run thoir fac­ 
tories overtime or with night shifts, 
because experience has taught them 
that night work is sure to be Inferior, 
Tho Iron Age, which devotes an edl- 
torial article to this subject, says in 
substance: 
"Formerly, during times of great 
demand, most works ran with night 
gangs, on the theory that production 
could be increased accordingly. While 
it w^as well recognized that practise 
did not work out according to theory, 
there was little realization 
of 
tho 
actual difference between shop pro­ 
duction during a night hour as com­ 
pared to a day hour. The cost sys­ 
tem put the matter beyond a possi­ 
bility of doubt, demonstrating that 
the difference In production is really 
very large. 
“Of course, automatic machinery 
will produce as much by night as by 
day, and the coarser products, where 
brute strength or elementary skill is 
tho chief element in the make-up of 
the workman, may be advantageously 
manufactured at night, though the 
production is seldom that of a day 
force. But when it , comes to such 
labor that the skill of the operator Is 
the chief factor of production, or at 
least a very important factor, then 
the showing of night labor is much 
less satisfactory. 
The same thing is 
true of overtime work. 
“Men can not and will not do the 
same work at nights as they do in 
the daytime. 
They have 
not 
the 
same energy; they are not living the 
natural existence, for, by reversing 
the periods of waldng hours and sleep 
when they are not accustomed to it, 
the normal 
poise is upset. 
Men 
working nights are very apt to take 
Insufficient sleep, with drowsiness and 
lethargy as tbe natural result. Over­ 
time workers wear out after a shoit 
time, and must be permitted to recu­ 
perate.” 
But even if a high-class workman 
takes the best care of himself while 
working at night and works as well 
as he can during his night hours, he 
can not, the writer asserts, accomp­ 
lish so much and so good work on the 
average as in the daytime. Artificial 
light is not so good as daylight; ho 
has normally less energy; there is 
not the same keenness of the senses 
or of the brain. If less skilled or less 
conscientious than the best, he spoils 
more work, and does it less careful­ 
ly and rapidly. He is more likely to 
shirk, or fail to report for duty. The 
writer goes on: 
“Putting the deadly test of tho cost 
system upon the night force, the dif> 
ference as compared to the day force 
is very important, so much so that, 
in some instances, the night force 
may be said to operate as an expense 
rather than as a source of profit. 
It 
is difficult to get the best men to 
work nights, . 1 .' Today two com­ 
plete and eitlrely 
capable 
working 
forces in a machine shop would be 
well-nigii impossible, for there are 
more than enough places for good men 
during the daytime......................... 
“One Eastern company tried 
the 
experiment of putting Its best work­ 
men in a night force, and filled their 
places during the day with the best 
that could be obtained. 
The experi­ 
ment was abandoned because it was 
demonstrated that the good men did 
not produce the same work they did 
during the day, nor so much of it, 
and, of course, their substitutes dur­ 
ing the day were inferior In skill, yet 
it w^as considered more profitable to 
work the good men in this combina­ 
tion than to trust the less reliable 
and less skilful mechanics 
in 
the 
night force. 
It was proved that .the 
night gang did not pay, excepting as 
a bridge upon which to yass over an 
unusual emergency of orders.” 


Caruso a GVeat Ventriloquist, 
A very realistic exhibition of ven­ 
triloquism was given in New York by 
Caruso, the famous tenor, just before 
he sailed lor home.

well dinner-party he told the story 
of his skill, which the San Francisco 
Argonaut repeats:

VEGETABLE HAIR 


One of tht Least Known Industries of 
Algeria« 
One of tho most interesting, though 
perhaps le®*^t known, industries ot 
Alegría is the production of vegetable 
hair. This hair of fibre (says tho 
British Consul General for Algeria) is 
made from the dwarf palm (Cham* 
crops humilis), which grows In large 
quantities along the coasts of Algeria. 
A few years ago this plant was 
looked 
upon as 
a useless 
weed, 
now it has been found to contain 
a most useful fibre, and Is large­ 
ly sought after. This fibre is an ex­ 
cellent substitute for horsehair, and 
is in great demand among upholster­ 
ers, mattress makers, harness makers, 
and carriage builders on the Conti­ 
nent for the cheaper class of goods. 
It is very much cheaper than horse­ 
hair, and in many cases replaces it 
with advantage, especially as it is 
not affected or destroyed by insects, 
Factories for the production of this 
fibre have been set up in many parts 
of Algeria, giving in each case em- 
I^oyment to hundreds of Arabs, so 
much so that they have a saying ‘*that 
the palm was made to give bread to 
the poor." Whole families—^men, wo­ 
men and children—may be seen cut­ 
ting the palm leaves, making them 
into bundles, and carrying them some­ 
times many miles to the factories. 
Some of the Nomad Arabs of the 
South have made a trade of this palm 
cutting, and coming up north they 
encamp near the factories. 
In the fa'ctories large numbers of 
natives are employed passing the 
palm leaves through the 
shredding 
machines, spreading the fibre out to 
dry, spinning it into ropes and making 
It into bales ready for export. 
The 
ropes are made into various qualities, 
according to the thickness of tlie rope 
and the fineness of the fibre, the 
prices varying from £4 15s. to 
£ 6 
a ton, quay Algiers. 
This is for the 
fibre in its natural color, but when 
dyed black it increases about £4 a 
ton. Originally the manufacturer into 
curled fibre was primitive, being done 
wholly by hand, but of late years 
steam machinery has separated the 
fibres. 
The machine is a species of 
automatic combing machine, of which 
some 2 0 are now in use, the dally out­ 
put per machine being about 7 tons. 
Some idea of the elasticity of the fibre 
can be gained by the fact that a bale 
of crin cordage, weighing 2 2 0 pounds, 
has a volume of about 40 cubic feet 
The industry should bo of some inter­ 
est to British manufacturers of cord­ 
ing and combing machinery, and es­ 
pecially to manufacturers of spinning 
machines, as at present all the spin­ 
ning and twisting is done by hánd. 
Germany and Austrta-Htingary are 
the principal buyers of tWs fibre, and 
It is utilized by the Gcrmaa War Of­ 
fice, being an article which from sani­ 
tary, economical and general utility 
points of view is suitable for barrack 
and hosbpital bedding.

years? Are periods

distress, and, therefore,

separated? The fact 
seems 
incon­ 
testable. Our own country's 
record 
fixes the years 1837, 1857, 1873, and 
1893 as the 
dates 
of 
our 
greater 
panics. 
England's 
record is 1825, 
1844, 186C, and 1890. In each cajse the 
twenty-year Interval is preserved with 
reasonable accuracy. It will be obser­ 
ved that the "panic years" in Bngland 
Were not the same as in the United 
ptatee. Our commercial 
distress 
of 
1893 and 1873 reacted, no doubt, on 
tondon, as the acute foreign troubles 
Df 1890 and 1896 recoiled on financial 
Mew York. But the result was never 
a panic of the first order in the mar­ 
ket indirectly affected.—A, D. Noyes, 
In the Alantic.

Suggests Postal Tribunal« 
There will soon bo presented to the 
Postal Commission, which by direc­ 
tion of Congress is inquiring into tho 
working of second class mail regula­ 
tions to learn whether its classifica­ 
tion "should not be grounded upon 
practical rather than ideal distinc­ 
tion." a plan for the settlement of the 
disputes over classification long trou­ 
bling the Postoifice Department. This 
plan, it is expected, will take tho 
place of the proposal of the depart­ 
ment, everywhere warmly denounced, 
to combine the second and third 
classes of mail at a uniform rate oC 
four cents a pound. 
The suggestion comes from the; 
Periodical 
Publishers' 
Association,, 
the organization of magazine and 
weekly newspaper publishers repre­ 
senting all the prominent periodicals 
in the country. 
It is in effect that tho commission 
recommend to Congress tho creation 
of a permanent postal tribunal on tho 
lines of the 
Interstate 
Commerce 
Commission, to deal with problems in 
postal classification, as the other com­ 
mission deals with railroad rates. 
Such a commission, it is contended,^ 
fvould speedily settle disputes which* 
uow cause so much friction between^ 
the department and the publishers,; 
and at the same time would rid the 
second clasj mail of the many sheet» 
masquerading as periodicals, while 
really nothing more than gratuitously! 
circulated advertising mediums, ThOj 
effect 
of such a clearance 
woula 
greatly reduce the deficit from second 
class mail handling and would render 
abortive further agitation for an in­ 
crease in the second class rate. 
The Publishers' Association will 
suggest that such a commission be 
composed of three members, one of 
whom should be familiar with the 
publishing business. 
It should have 
jurisdiction over all matters of postal 
classification, with an appeal only to 
the United States Circuit Court. 
It 
should have the right to deny the use 
of the mail to violators and to pass 
on all applications for admission to 
second class privileges. 
With such a commission weeding 
out offenders against the postal reg­ 
ulations, the association believes that 
the present rate for second class mail 
should stand, except possibly in re­ 
gard to free sample copies of period­ 
icals. 
The plan has been submitted 
already to the postoiflce authorities, 
and It is likely to have their endorse­ 
ment. If the commission accepts it, 
it will probably be enacted into law 
at the next session of Congress and 
permanently end the troubles of the 
Postoffice Department over second 
class mail rates.

The six gas engines 
and alternators mentioned, together 
with the gas driven exciter sets and 
equipments for the eight substations 
to be used, are of Allis-Chalmers 
manufacture.—Engineering News.

Government Feared Americans Would 
Get Railroads. 
Mexico's government has made ar­ 
rangements to become the owner of 
the principal railroads of the coun­ 
try not heretofore 
public 
property. 
The government has for some time 
owned several railroads, 
but those 
now acquired will vastly increase its 
holdings, and in fact.practically abol­ 
ish private ownership of this means 
of transportation 
in 
the 
republic. 
Minister of Finance Limantour, In ex­ 
plaining to the Mexican congress the 
reasons which prompted the govern­ 
ment to consummate tlio great rail­ 
road merger by which 
tho republic 
comes into possession of 
the 
two 
great trunk lines of the country, to­ 
gether with thousands of 
miles 
of 
subsidiary lines, said that if this de­ 
fensive action had not been taken 
by Mexico, some of the great railway 
systems of the United States would 
have entered the republic and swal­ 
lowed its transportation facilities. 
The minister further declared that 
the government was first forced to go 
into the railroad business 
in 
1903, 
when it purchased the National rail­ 
road to prevent it being merged with 
tho Central.

To clean the garment lay the spotted 
portion over a folded towel and rub the 
spots gently -with a damp cloth dipped 
in the jelly. 
With another cloth and 
clear water wash off tho Jolly, dabbing 
it gontly with the wet cloth and chang- 
ing the cloth under it. 
Ttlnso with an- 
other clear water and a clean cloth, 
thou let dry in the air. 
When nearly 
dry, cover the place with a thin cloth 
ami press with a moderately hot Iron. 


A dross skirt or waist that has lost 
Its first freshness may be improved by 
a good brushing and sponging. After 
every bit of dust has been brushed and 
Rliaken out clean any spots that may 
Ibe found, as directed, then sponge one 
portion at a time and press it with a 
-cloth between the material and

iron.

Shoes Thttt Creak. 


A good many children's shoes (after 
they have had unwary but intimate 
Icnowledge of tho contents of alluring 
t>uddlos) have a way of creaking that 
Is absolutely maddening. 


No one ought to be forced to listen 
to it when the remedy is so simple. 
The cause lies in the rubbing of the 
inner solo against tlio outer, and the 
.wetting may cause one to shrink so 
that this rubbing is an inevitable fol- 
lowing. 


Take a large plate or a platter and 
pour Just enough oil on it to cover the 
bottom well. 
Then stand the shoes 
.with their heels 
propped so that the 
Bole of the shoe rests in the oil. 
Let 
them 
stand over night, and in 
the 
morning wipe olT any excess of oil 
there may be. 
If you are careful to 
let the oil only barely cover the bottom 
of the plate the shoes will probably 
absorb all the oil and be seemingly as 
dry as when you put them in. 
If you 
put too much oil the leathor may be 
greasy. 
Then the shoes should not be 
worn'for a day or two until the oil 
has had time to sink in thoroughly, or 
it will make ugly spots upon rugs and 
carpets. 


But the treatment, simple though it 
is. is effective, and the "squeak" will. 
In nine cases out of ten. be found to 
have disappeared entirely. 
If it hasn't 
a second application will finish it.— 
New Haven Register.

Th« Corn Plant. 


Reliable figures show the great feed- 
ing value of the hard lower end of 
the corn plant generally known as tlie 
stubble, a part usually discarded or 
thrown to the hogs, but which, if prop- 
erly prepared, would add much value 
to the food supply. 
It is estimated 
that the top part of the corn fodder 
contains less food value than the lower 
part of the stubble and that fifty-two 
per cent, of the food value Is iu the 
plant and but forty-eight per cent, in 
the ears. 
Moreover, tlie^digestible con- 
tents are much greater in the lower 
stubble 
than 
in 
the 
main 
stalks 
farther up or in the leaves. 


Tho reducing of this, stubble to a 
condition so that the cows can eat it 
readily is where the great value of 
tho shredder comes in, but with the 
majority of farmers the old-fashioned 
cutter 
must take the place of 
the 
.shredder. As an experiment the writer 
iook an old and very dull ax and broke 
to slivers a lot of corn stalks, particu- 
larly tho lower part, usually thrown 
a way. 
This 
mass 
was 
thoroughly 
moistened in water which was quite 
warm, 
covered 
thickly 
with 
wheat 
bran and offered the cow^s. 
They ate 
it with much appetite, although they 
liad previously partially discarded the 
fodder tiirown into the mangers in full 
length.

In the sale of thirty-four steers, av- 
eraging 1313 pounds, on the Chicago 
market, at iJIS.GO, a very timely cattlo 
feeding experiment by the Illinois Ex- 
perimejit Station was terminated, re-

steers were bought on the 
Chicago 
market the last week in August. 
As 
purchased 
they were ileshy 
feeders, 
weighing 1073 pounds, and cost .^4.25 
on the Chicago market, and have bee]) 
fed for ninety days. 


Professor JIumford, associated witli 
H. O. Allison, a senior .student in the 
College of Agriculture, who is to use 
the records of the experiment station 
relative to this tc.st as a basis for a 
graduation thesis, planned this experi- 
ment, as being one which would be 
likely to appeal to a large number of 
cattle feeders throughout the country, 
who have tried a similar experiment 
and who are not in a position to know 
accurately the results of their work. 


The cattle were fed in two lots, both, 
however, 
receiving 
similar 
rations, 
wbich consisted of cornmeal, oilnieal 
aud clover hay. One lot received these 
feeds after the common method of feed- 
ing. while for the other Jot the clover 
Jiay was chopptni (cut into two-incii 
lengths by being run through an ordi- 
nary ensilage machine at a cost of 
about $1 a ton) and mixed wjth the 
grain part of the ration. 
This mixed 
feed was then fed in a self-feeder, to 
which the cattle had access at all times^

The shark is imdoubtedly a "dog with 
a bad name.''

"Sailor's Foe." or any other scurrilous 
name which happens to 
be 
handy. 
Much mud is thrown at him, and, as he 
seldom linds a defender, most of it 
sticks. 
Hard lines this! 
Because in 
reality this blue water bogie is a hum- 
ble and useful public servant, Avho per- 
forms uncomplainingly the duties con- 
nected Avith the sanitation of the seas. 


The shark is the common scavenger 
and general undertaker of the ocean. 
Ho is not, and. for reasons connected 
with 
his very moderate 
speed-limit, 
never can be, primarily, a fish of prey. 
Open any captured shark, and yon will 
find clear proof that this is so. A few 
tangled bits of rope yarn, a battered 
corned beef tin, a corked bottle con- 
taining an insulting message to the 
tiniler (thrown overboard by some nau- 
tical wag), or a sailor's cap which has 
been lost in a gale, all tend to show 
that the shark is a tish of business- 
like habits; with a keen eye to any 
chance windfalls which 
may 
come 
in his way; but the more digestible 
contents of his 
stomach, 
consisting 
mainly of carrion of every kind, all give 
evidence that the original owners of 
them were not alive—in fact, were 
very much dead—when 
this 
marine 
sanitary inspector 
came along,- and, 
condemning them as 
nuisances, 
re- 
moved them into his own internal re- 
fuse bin. 


A large accumulation of carefully 
collected evidence on this point proves 
oonclnsively that there are. as a mat- 
ter of fact, only two articles of his 
ordinary menu which the shark is able 
to capture alive; namely, an occasional 
unwary sea fowl which he may hap- 
pen to surprise asleep on the surface 
of tho water, and the ugly, octopus-like 
squid, whose limited powers of loco- 
motion give a chance to our hungry 
I'onr-knot prowler.

The Hungarian chemist Bi'uun says 
he lias discovered a iicuid. chemical 
compound which renders certain kinds 
of matter proof against the effects of 
time. 
He asserts that it doubles the 
density of nearly every kind of stone 
and renders it waterproof. 
It impart» 
to all metals qualities which defy oxy- 
gen and rust. 
It is also a germicide of 
liitherto uj.«qualed powers. 


The professor says that while tfav- 
eling iu Greece some twenty-five years 
ago he noticed 
that the mortar 
ia 
stones of ruins which were known to 
be over 2000 years old was as hardv 
fresh and tenacious as If it had been 
made only a year. 
He secured a piece 
of the mortar and has been working 
on it ever since until now, when, he 
says, he has discovered the secret.

Farming Is Changing 


It Is Coming More and More to Be an Effi' 
dent, Profitable 
and Attractive 
Business,

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Woking, celebrated for its rhodo- 
dendrons, even places flowers within 
reach of railway passengers passing 
through its station, for on the 'plat- 
form is a flower stall where boquets 
as well as buns may be bought. Other 
railway companies might well follow 
this example set by the London and 
Southwestern Railway. 


An attempt was made in the sum- 
mer of 1905 to clean and paint the 
structural steel work of the old pier 
at Coney Island, and it was found 
that after the workmen had cleaned 
and painted one coat, by working in 
from the sea end of the pier, the 
paint would be nearly alUwashed off 
by the spray from the sea waves be- 
fore it had time to become dry. 
The 
painting was abandoned for this rea- 
son after working in for some 2Q0 
feet from the sea end. 


An up-hill railway, perhr^ps the 
most remarkable in the world. Is the 
Oroyo, in Peru. 
It runs from Callao 
to the gold fields of Cerro do Pasco, 
From Callao, it ascends th.e narrow 
valley of the Rimac, rising nearly 
5000 feet in the first fifty-six miles. 
Thence it goes through the intricate 
gorges of the sierras till it tunnels 
the Andes at an altitude of 15,645 
feet, the highest point In the world 
where a piston "rod Is moved by 
steam. 
The wonder Is Increased by 
remembering that this elevation ii 
reached In seventy-eight miles. 


A curious application of the X- 
rays to the discovery of unseen things 
was recently «lade by Professor Le 
Moyne at Rhelms. 
The chalk strata 
in that part of France contain the 
fossil bones of birds, reptiles and 
mammals, and frequently these are 
shattered in the attempt at removal. 
It occurred to the scientist that the 
embedded 
fossils might be photo- 
graphed by the aid of the X-rays, 
since the latter pass readily through 
chalk, but are largely intercepted by 
tho phosphates of bones. 
It is re- 
ported that Professor Le Mtoyne's 
photographs clearly indicate the de- 
tails of the hidden fossils. 


The Indus in India Is crossed in 
some of Its remote parts by ropo 
bridges. 
These bridges are remark- 
ably ingenious, for they consist of no 
other' material than twisted twigs, 
yet they are strong enough to hold a 
number of coolies and their loads, 
and long enough to swing from cliff 
to cliff across the river. Such bridgé« 
are composed of three strands of 
twigs, one for each hand to grasp, 
one to guide the feet, 
They sag

the tons of the 
mighty cliffs that flank the river, oc- 
casionally swaying slightly Jn the 
wind, but are as firm and safe as a 
bridge of Iron or stone.

HE character of farming is changing rapidly. 
It is coming- 
more and more to be an efficient, profitable, and 
attractive- 
business. With here and there an exception. In the past we 
have not given much consecutive thought to the business— 
nothing like as much as the merchant gives to his businessi 
OP the doctor to his. It has been so "easy" a business that 
untrained men could succeed in it. The change in economic 
and social conditions is breaking up the tradition. 
Farming: 
is becoming more difficult, and the old methods must go. 
In 
the future only the well-informed and efllcient thinking man can succeed; that 
is, only the educated man. 


The country is to offer other advantages to the educated man than merely 
to be a good farmer. There are good opportunities for leadership on public 
questions—probably better opportunity and with less competition than in the- 
great cities. The very fact that city representation is increasing in the legis- 
latures should make the able country representative more of a marked man.- 
The growth of the institute movement, of the ¿range and other rural organiza- 
tions, gives fresh opportunity to develop leadership of a high order. 


It seems to me that, by the very nature of the progress wo are making,, 
the college man must go to the farm. In fact, college men have been golng^^ 
back from the beginning of the agricultural education movement. 
Statistics- 
show that a very large percentage actually have returned to farming, and this-' 
in spite of the fact that cities have been growing with marvelous rapidity, and. 
that the whole system of agricultural colleges 
and experiment stations has» 
been d-eveloping and calling for men. 
Considering the limitations under whicli 
the agricultural colleges have developed, without sympathy, with the indiffer- 
ence and sometimes the opposition of educators—the very men who should 
have known better—with wholly Inadequate funds, it Is little less than marvel- 
ous what they have accomplished within a generation. It is probable that the* 
pioportion of students of the leading agricultural colleges'*who now engage in 
agricultural pursuits is greater than students of that of colleges of law or of 
other professional colleges who follow their chosen profession. No one now 
questions the value of education to a lawyer or physician; 
why question itS' 
value to a farmer? The educated man will go back to the farm if he Is fitted, 
to be a farmer.—The Century.

Farming Is Changing 


It Is Coming More and More to “Be an Ef/i* 
dent, Profitable and Attractive Business, 


By L. H. Bailey. 
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Woking, celebrated for its rhodo­ 
dendrons, even places flowers within 
reach of railway passengers passing 
through its station, for on the 'plat­ 
form is a flower stall where boquets 
as well as buns may be bought. Other 
railway companies might well follow 
this example set by the London and 
Southwestern Railway. 


An attempt was made in the sum­ 
mer of 1905 to clean and paint the 
structural steel work of the old pier 
at Coney Island, and it was found 
that after the workmen had cleaned 
and painted one coat, by working in 
from the sea end of the pier, the 
paint would be nearly alUwashed off 
by the spray from the sea waves be­ 
fore !t had time to become dry. The 
painting was abandoned for this rea­ 
son after working in for some 2Q0 
feet from the sea end. 


An up-hill railway", perhaps tho 
most remarkable in the world, is the 
Oroyo, in Peru. It runs from Callao 
to the gold fields of Cerro do Pasco, 
From Callao, It ascends th.e narrow 
valley of the RImac, rising nearly 
5000 feet in the first fifty-six miles. 
Thence it goes through the intricate 
gorges of the sierras till it tunnels 
the Andes at an altitude of 15,645 
feet, the highest point in, the world 
where a piston tod Is moved by 
steam. 
The wonder Is Increased by 
remembering that this elevation if 
reached In seventy-eight miles. 


A curious application of the X- 
rays to the discovery of unseen things 
was recently made by Professor Le 
Moyne at Rheims. 
The chalk strata 
in that part of France contain the 
fossil bones of birds, reptiles and 
mammals, and frequently these aro 
shattered in the attempt at removal. 
It occurred to the scientist that the 
embedded fossils might be photo­ 
graphed by the aid of the X-rays, 
since the latter pass readily through 
chalk, but are largely intercepted by 
the phosphates of bones. 
It Is re­ 
ported that Professor Le Mtoyne's 
photogi’aphs clearly indicate the de­ 
tails of the hidden fossils. 


The Indus in India is crossed In 
some of Its remote parts by ropo 
bridges. 
These bridges are remark­ 
ably ingenious, for they cons4st of no 
other material than twisted twigs, 
yet they are strong enough to hold a 
number of coolies and their loads, 
and long enough to swing from cliff 
to cliff across the river. Such bridge 
are composed of three strands of 
twigs, one for each hand to grasp, 
one to guide the feet, 
They sag 
gracefully 
from 
the to^s of the 
mighty cliffs that flank the river, oc­ 
casionally swaying slightly In the 
wind, but are as firm and safe as a 
bridge of Iron or stone.

It is coming- 
more and more to be an efficient, profitable, and attractive- 
business. With here and there an exception, in the past we 
have not given much consecutive thought to the business— 
nothing like as much as the merchant gives to his business* 
OP the doctor to his. It has been so **easy" a business that 
untrained men could succeed In it. The change in economic 
and social conditions is breaking up the tradition. Farming: 
is becoming more difficult, and the old methods must go. In. 
the future only the well-informed and efficient thinking man can succeed; that 
is, only the educated man. 
The country Is to offer other advantages to the educated man than merely 
to be a good farmer. There are good opportunities for leadership on public 
questions—probably better opportunity and with less competition than in the- 
great cities. The very fact that city representation Is increasing In the legis­ 
latures should make the able country representative more of a marked man.. 
The growth of tho institute movement, of the grange and other rural organiza­ 
tions, gives fresh opportunity to develop leadership of a high order. 
It seems to me that, by the very nature of the progress wo are making,, 
the college man must go to the farm, Ih fact, college men have been going, 
back from the beginning of the agricultural education movement. Statistics- 
show that a very large percentage actually have returned to farming, and this.‘ 
in spite of the fact that cities have been growing with marvelous rapidity, and. 
that the whole system of agricultural colleges and experiment stations has. 
been d-eveloplng and calling for men. Considering the limitations under whicli 
the agricultural colleges have developed, without sympathy, with the indiffer­ 
ence and sometimes the opposition of educators—the very men who should 
have known better—with wholly inadequate funds, it is little less than marvel­ 
ous what they have accomplished within a generation. It is probable that the* 
pioportion of students of the leading agricultural colleges*'who now engage In 
agricultural pursuits is greater than students of that of colleges of law or of 
other professional colleges who follow their chosen profession. No one now 
questions the value of education to a lawyer or physician; why question it»> 
value to a farmer? The educated man will go back to the farm if he is fitted, 
to be a farmer.—The Century.

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HB portraits of all the pickpockets of our country do not. 
hang in the Rogues' Gallery; 
the pictures of the biggest 
pickpockets of the country are not to be found there. 
The man who takes money which he has not honestly- 
earned from the pockets of the people 
at the gambling 
table, or in the speculator’s shop, or in industry in whicli 
young children are ground up in* the sweatshop in order to* 
supply cheap goods, is far more a robber than the petty thief 
on the streets. 
In the life of the baby, the child and the young man in college, we recog­ 
nize that things are made for the baby, the child and the collegian; but when 
the young man lea.es college and enters business, this whole order is re­ 
versed and our American people seem to accept it as a truth that man was- 
made for things, not things for man, and that the measure of a man is the 
amount of money that Ijd' can*make. What a curious phenomenon this is, bpt 
that it is true of many, many of our people no one of you can doubt. If we- 
as a people are to accept it as true, let us change the stars in our flag to dollar 
marks, and our motto from “In God wetrust,” to “Be successful honesly, Ifyoa 
can, but be successful." 
I was recently talking with a noted lawyer in New York who told me that 
for a large number of wrongs and immoral methods of business practiced in 
New York city to a large extent there was no punishment in the statutes of 
(that place. The law v/as codified years ago, and since then both the law and 
fcrime have increased, but crime has outstripped the laws. Can it be said 
that money—the badge of ability to discern between tho dishonesty that Is il­ 
legal and that not illegal—is a.sign of character? 
I have heard tempQrance orators say that the saddest tragedy of life was 
¡that offered by a bright young man going forth into the world) and blasting 
his hopes by drunkenness. But it seems to me that the picture of a young 
man leaving college with high ideals of manhood and life, entering business 
and there learning to conform to business standards, losing his conscience and 
moral discernment. Is a far sadder tragedy and one as frequently if not more 
frequently seen than the other.

Novel Roadway Project. 


From Milwaukee a report comes 
which tells of a project to construct a 
roadway exclusively for automobiles 
between New York and Chicago, with 
spurs to various cities, including th9 
"made famous" one on the shore of 
Lake Michigan. 
Milwaukee automo- 
blllsts are said to be very favorably 
disposed toward the project, which, 
it Is proposed to finance by Incorpor- 
ating a company under the laws of 
Arizona, with capital stock amount- 
ing to 110,000,000 and a bond Issue 
of $5,00a,000. 
It Is proposed to 
build a roadway sixty feet wide, the 
middle part to be of amalgam, which 
is said to be very resilient. The com- 
pany is to charge toll at the rate of a 
cent a mile, which would make a trip 
between New York and Chicago cost 
about |10 for the use of the roadway.

HAIBB PUMPKINS FOR SEED. 


Western Farraers Make Bis Snmi 
Ont of Hitherto Noglcctcd PnMluct* 
Growing pumpkins for tho seed 1« 
an industry which is dereloplng 
among farmers in Iowa. Those who 
first tried the experiment found at 
once the industry a profitable one. 
The variety grown is Connecticut 
field. 
The pumpkin is planted with the 
corn and requires no increase of 
acreage for Its production* while it 
yields in seed from |5 to|6 an acre. 
The average‘‘price paid is five cents 
a pound, and the market has reached 
at times as high as eight cents. The 
feeding value of the pumpkin is dou­ 
bled by removing the seed, which 
possesses the properties of drying up 
the milch cows. 
The work of handling the seed Is 
carried on by the children of the 
farm, who first take the ripe pump­ 
kin and pound it lightly on the 
ground until the seeds are loose in 
the core. The pumpkin Is then bro­ 
ken open and the seeds scooped out, 
and they are washed thoroughly and 
dried and are ready for the scales. 
One dealer at Independence. Iowa, 
annually handles 7000 pounds of 
pumpkin seeds, and urges the farm­ 
ers in his region to raise more. One 
large growler annually gets a check 
at Troy Mills for the summer’s pro­ 
duct, and in places the children get 
enough money to pay all their school 
and^college expenses. 
During the St. Louis fair many« 
went to the fair on the money real­ 
ized from selling pumpkin seeds, and 
numerous tales are told of the com­ 
forts received from the sale of this 
before unheard of product having a 
money value in the market.—Detroit 
News.

An addi- 
tional $200, raised by subscriptions 
from tho members, will be offorod in 
prizes to pathmasters and road com* 
missioners. 
It was thought well to 
start a competition among them, as 
tho work 
ill conneclion with the 
original competition will require con­ 
siderable attention from them.

prizes arc divided into two classes. 
In municipalities 
where 
tho road 
cemmissioner has charge of all the 
roads in tho municipality the club 
will offer three prizes, a first of |50, 
and tw’o second prizes of $25 each 
for the road commissioner whose mu­ 
nicipality shows the greatest amount 
of improvement in connection with 
the original competition. 
In mu­ 
nicipalities where the 
work 
Is 
ia 
charge of pathmasters, each respon­ 
sible for his own beat, the club will 
offer a first prize of $50 and two sec­ 
ond prizes of $25 each for the path­ 
masters in the municipalities who 
enter their beats In tho road com­ 
petition and show tho greatest im­ 
provement in tho roads which are 
entered in 
the 
competition. 
Tho 
rules to govern the main competi­ 
tion have Just been settled as fol­ 
lows: 
The prizes shall consist of a first 
prize of $500, a secgnd prize of $200 
and a third prize of $100.

Are Money-Makers. 
Nev/ York sets a good e::ample to 
Kentucky and all other States in its 
plan to spend $50,000,000 to $100,- 
000,000 on the improvement of ica 
roads. 
Good roads are always a good in­ 
vestment, and it is tho economic 
value of the improvements that is 
appealing so strongly to New York 
people as to move them to the pro­ 
posed 
ejcpenditures. 
The 
experts 
have figured that the economic waste 
caused by bad roads in the Empire 
State, and which 'svill be eliminated 
by the new system, amounts to $38,- 
000,000 yearly. This is surely worth 
considering. 
There is another sub­ 
stantial fact to be borne in mind, 
moreover. 
The value of farm lands 
contiguous to the improved highways 
will be increased from $5 to $9 an 
acre. 
Thus 
the outlay will 
put 
money into the farmers' purses as 
well as render their transportation 
facilities better, reduce the cost of 
sending their products to market and 
make life more pleasant by stimulat­ 
ing social relations among neighbors. 
Not only will the farmers be bene­ 
fited, for with the system of roads it 
will be possible for automobiles to 
travel in any part of the State. 
New York’s plan is to provide for* 
$50,000,000 of the expense by a 
State bond issue. 
Tho remainder is 
to be borne by the counties. The re­ 
turns undoubtedly will Justify tho ex- 
penditui'es. 
Look at France. 
That 
country .has spent $300,000,000 in 
highway construction in recent years. 
It was one of the most profitable in­ 
vestments France ever made. 
Good roads are bound to pay. No 
State can lose money spent on them. 
This is something for every Ameri­ 
can State—and why not Kentucky?
